Brick Company Foreman Way- 
laid Just After Leaving 
Plant in Wellston. 








iS NOT EXPECTED TO LIVE 





James Torrence Wounded De. 
spite Obedience—Thinks He 
Was Carried to Street. 





Waylaid, shot four times and robbed 
by two highwaymen, James Torrence 
of 6341 Wellsmar avenue, general fore- 
man for the American Press-Brick, at 
6700 Easton avenue, was found lying un- 
conscious on the United Railways tracks 
in Wellston at 12:30 a. m. Wednesday. 

The county authorities believe the rob- 
bers laid his unconscious form on the 
track, believing a street car would de- 
stroy evidence that he had been shot. 


Three of Torrence’s four wounds are 
serious. Dr. Rolla Bracy said at noon 
that he had little chance to recover. 

One bullet entered his throat and 
ranged downward. Two others struck 
him in the left side and went through 
his body. The fourth went through 
his right wrist. All the shots were fired 
at such close range that they caused 
severe powder burns and scorched his 
clcthing. 

Victim Worked Until Midnight. 

Torrence worked until midnight at 
the brickyard. He started alone to walk 
to his home, four blocks away. He was 
at Lewis and Easton avenues, only a 
block from the brickyard, when he was 
waylaid. Four shots in rapid succes- 
sion were heard by workmen at the 
brickyards. 

Five minutes later a westbound trol- 

ley car on the St. Charles line ap- 
proached Lewis avenue, Motorman 
Chris Schrick saw a man lying on the 
track. Assisted by Conductor Cook, he 
lifted the man to the front platform. 
Reversing his car he ran back = five 
blocks to Dr. Bracy’s office. Constable 
Schoenbein, who had been investigating 
the shooting, arrived a few. minutes 
later. 
In a brief interval of consciousness 
Torrence told Schoenbein that he was 
walking east on the south side of Eas- 
ton avenue at Lewis avenue when two 
men jumped from the shadow of a build- 
ing and commanded him to hold up his 
hands, 

Shot Despite His Obedience. 
Though he at once obeyed the com- 
mand, he said, both men opened fire 
on him with revolvers. After being 
shot three times he remained on his feet 
until the fourth bullet” struck his 
throat. 

Torrence was positive that when he 
fell he was on the sidewalk. He remem- 
bered nothing after that and could not 
explain how he got onto the street car 
track unless the highwaymen Carried 
him there. The robbers took $5 from 
Torrence’s pocket, but did not take his 
gold watch and chain. 

After making his statement to 
Schoenbein, Torrence became uncon- 
scious. He is at the Wellston Hospital, 
where all efforts to ‘bring him back to 
consciousness have failed. The bullet 
which struck his throat is believed to 
have ranged downward and lodged in 
his left lung. 

Torrence is 50 years old and has a

Philanthropist’s Will Explains 
He Gave to Charity and Ed- 
ucation in His Life. 








HEIRS LOSE IF THEY SELL 





Estate Holds Insurance of the 
Rey. Dr. J. W. Lee and 
John C. Goldsborough. 





The will of Samuel Cupples, wooden- 
ware magnate and philanthropist, filed 
for probate Wednesday, leaves the en- 
tire estate, the amount of which is not 
indicated, to near relatives. A para- 
sraph in the document says: 

“As to charity and contributions to 
education and the church, I have en- 
deavored to dispense tnem personally 
during my iifetime, beiieving it the part 
of wisdom ana a4 source of greatest 


pleasure to administer such things 
while one is living.’’ 

It is estimated Cupples gave $5,000,000, 
by far the greater part of his fortune, 
to educational, religious and charitable 
institutions in his life. To Washington 
University alone he gave nearly $2,000,000. 

First He Tells His Gratitude. 

“I desire herein,’’ the will begins, ‘to 
express my gratitude to Almighty God 
for his kindness and goodness, and to 
testify to the love and affection in 
which I hold those dear to me.” 

The house at 3673 West Pine, with all 
pictures, decorations, furniture, the ga- 
rage and automobiles, are bequeathed 
to Mrs. Amelia.Cuppies Scudder, widow 
of William H. Scudder and adopted 
Caughter of the testator. The Cupples 
lot in Bellefontaine Cemetery also is 
left to her, with the provision that 
nothing except low headstones shall be 
placed there. A bequest of $1000 is made 
to the cemetery association for the care 
ot the Cupplés mausoleum. 

The will then creatés a trust, to con- 
tinue eight years, and to be adminis- 
tered by three trustees, Robert S. 
Brookings, Edward Hidden and A. N. 
Edwards. They are also to be execu- 
tors, without bond, but in case of the 
death of any of them, his successor shal] 
be required to furnish a $100,000 bond. 

The trustees are directed to use their 
own judgment in regard to the life in- 
surance of John C. Goldsborough and 
the Rev. James W. Lee, which is held 
by the estate. They may either continue 
payment of the premiums, or may ac- 
cept paid-up insurance in satisfaction 
of the estate’s claims against the two 
men. Any claim against them above the 
amount met by the insurance is can- 
celed. All claims against the legatees 
also are canceled. 

The Rev..Dr. Lee is pastor of St. 
John's M. E. Church South. Goldsbor- 
ough’s address is given in the city di- 
rectory as 4147 Delmar boulevard. 
Trustees to Pay Relatives. 
The trustees are directed to pay to 
Miss Belle Baker, a niece, $600 a year 
for the eight-year term, and $5000 at 
the end of that time; to Mrs. Harriet 
N. Fagin of Newport, Ky., a_ sister, 
$1200 a year and a final sum of $10,000; 
to Mrs. Austin Cook, a niece, $2400 a 
year and finally $10,000; to Edmond Fa- 
gin, a nephew, $900 a year, with a pro- 
Vision that the same annual payment 
be continued after the trust term and 
during his lifetime; and to J. C. Golds- 
borough and wife $600 a year during the 
trust term. 

The remaining income from the estate 
then is devised to Mrs. Scudder and her 
daughters, as follows: To Mrs. Scudder, 
one-fourth of six-tenths of the income; 
to each of her daughters, One-third of 
one-fourth of four-tenths. The daugh- 
ters are Mrs. Martha Overall, wife of 
John H. Overall, and Misses Gladys 
Cupples Seudder and Maude Cupples 
Scudder. 

The purpose of the will, it is stated, 
is “to secure them certain regular in- 
comes for certain periods, beyond the 
possibility of accident or bad manage- 
nent on their part, and with that end in 
view, to take away from each the power 
of disposing of the same or creating 
any lien on it.”” It then is provided that 
any of the daughters attempting to dis- 
pose of her interest shall forfeit it to 
the mother, and that the mother, in 
the case of such an attempt on her part, 
shall forfeit her share to the daughters. 
This prohibition is effective for the 
first four vears of the trust terms.

Multi-Millionaire _ Testifies 
Any Law to Solve Trust 
Problem Should Not Go 

Further Than Is Actually 
Necessary to Curb Evil.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The Stanley 


Committee of the House #f Represent- 
atives, which is investigating the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation, today heard 
the story of the life of Andrew Car- 


negie and heard him denounce the Unit- 
«1! States banking system as the worst 
in the world. He called it a disgrace to 
civilization, and declared the bill now 
before Congress would prevent panics. 

Carnegie declared Charles M. Schwab 
Was the greatest man he ever knew in 

e mechanical line. 

The Ironmaster was an 
witness before the committee. 
called here peremptorily when 
clined an invitation to appear. 

Carnegie reached the hearing room 
ehead of time. He talked commonplaces 
with Chairman Stanley and other mem- 
ters of the committee. Carnegie had 
once expressed a willingness to appear, 
but recently declined to testify on the 
eround that he was named as a defend- 
ant in the Government’s suit against 
the steel corporation. 

Carnegie on Stand, 

When Carnegie took the witness stand 
he. furnished the committee with a 
statement regarding steel] industry con- 
ditions and told of his career in the 
hug'ness from the outset. Carnegie was 
acéompanied by J. H. Reed of Pitts- 
burg, his counsel. The committee room 
was crowded with spectators, including 
many women. He was sworn by Chair- 
man Stanley. 

The Laird of Skibo said he began his 
ster] career in November, 1861, with the 
firm of Miller & Small, and that in 1862 
he’ borrowed $1500 from the National 
Rank of Pittsburg to engage in a part- 
nership in the Keystone Bridge Co. of 
Pittsburg. 

“Five or six of us,” he said, “were 
engaged in this. In 1863 we built an- 
other mill in Pittsburg and in 1864 I 
was one of the organizers of the Su- 
perior Ore Mill and Furnace. In 1866 we 
built the locomotive works in Pittsburg 
and in 1867 we united two other mills in 
Pittsburg. That was the beginning of 
te, Carnegie Steel Co., limited.” 

Sought Experienced Men, 

“In interesting other men with you 
in those early days,’’ Chairman Stanley 
asked, “did you do so by selling stocks 
iq We street or other exchanges, or 
cid you get men of experience in the 
iron business?’’ 

“Oh, no. I did not look for men who 
vad no experience in the iron busi- 
ness."" 

“I was one of the youngest of these 
meh and we had very little capital. At 
different times we would put in $20,000 
or 4 ,000 each.” 

“What was the capital of your prop- 
erties in the sixties?’’ 

“My dear sir, I have no more idea 
than you have.” 

“fT have an idea,”’ replied 
“Was it as much as $500,000?" 

“Oh, yes, the Superior mill alone was 
worth that, but I do not want to guess. 
Give me time and I will give you all the 
figures. I have had so much to think 
about for 40 years, and in the last ,) 
years, I have not engaged in the steel 
business, and so much has faded from 
my memory.” 

Carnegie related how, when he was a 
superintendent of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad he had seen rails taken up ev- 
ery six weeks and had sought to find 
some process for hardening steel. 

Then Carnegie denounced the banking 
system of the United States as a “djs- 
grace to civilization.”’ 


“When panics come in this country,” 
he sald, “they are due to the fact 
that we have the worst banking sys- 
tem in the world. Panics spread ruin 

if the bill now before Congress 
is passed you will have something to 
prevent such panics,” 

Carnegie in the written statement filed 
with the committee pointed out that the 
steel committee's task had arisen from 
the “fact that the law of competition 
in business has seemed recently to be 
impaired in certain fields, notably those

of natural oil, steel and tobacco. Even 
now a gigantic railway system, embrac- 
ing nearly one-halit of the world’s rail- 
Way mileage, has been effected and 
several retail companies have been tried 
and convicted under the Sherman law.”’ 
“We are in a transition stage,’ said 
Mr. Carnegie, ‘‘and naturally sugzes- 
tions are numerous and divers for ef- 
fective compliance with the Sherman 
act as interpreted by the Supreme Court. 
That a satisfactory measure will finally 
be evolved is certain—one which does 
not go further than actually necessary 
to prevent restraint of trade and mo- 
nopoly. 

“These two and unendurable evils 
prevented, Government and courts may 
well rest from further action until ex- 
perience dictates any necessary modifi- 
cations. 


a No. Cause for Alarm. 
“There is no cause at present for 


either alarm or haste on the part of 
the eourts, Congress or producers’ or 
consumers whose interests will become 
mutual wherever freedom of trade from 
monopoly are established. Nothing rev- 
Olutionary is required.’’ 
Continuing the story of his life, Car- 
negie said that during the Civil War he 
suffered a sunstroke and was ordered 
to spend his summers in a cooler cli- 
mate. 
“T went to my native land, Scotland, 
and there I watched the Bessemer 
procers of making steel. There, too, I 
met a Mr. Dodds, who had invented a 
pt mt for hardening the face of steel. 
I purchased the patent and brought Mr. 
Dodds to Pittsburg, where we built a 
urnace and made the first hard-surface 
rails in this country.’’ 

Schwab a Gentus, 
Carnegie referred to that ‘‘great me- 
chanical genius, Charlie Schwab,”’ 
the ‘‘greatest man I ever knew in that 
line.” 
Carnegie said he suggested to Schwab 
that he test a process for making ore in 
opeén-hearth furnaces and then ‘‘build 
an open-hearth-furnace.”’ 
“Charlie,’’ according to Mr. Carnegie, 
“said he would try and it was not more 
than a week later that he came to mein 
my office and laid on my desk plans 
for eight magnificent’ open-hearth fur- 
naces. We sold open-hearth steel for 
$5 a ton more than other steel.’’ 
Carnegie said that In the open-hearth 
mills at Homestead, ‘‘the greatest in _the 
world,”’ the committee would find “no 
restraint of trade.’’ 
Carnegie frequently pounded the table 
with his hand. 
“Why,’’ he said, ‘‘we were going to 
build at Conneaut, O., an enormous tube 
mill that would have astonished the 
world and  outdistanced competition. 
That's where Charlie Schwab comes in 
again. He told me he was satisfied he 
had a plan whereby we could build a 
tube mill that would save $10 a ton in 
the cost of manufacture over any other 
tube mill in the world.” 

Surprised at Micures Given. 
Carnegie explained how the Carnegie 
Steel Co. had purchased five-sixths of 
the Oliver Mining Co.’s stock in the 
nineties. Stanley asked him why the 
final sixth was purchased on a valua- 
tion basis of $17,000,000 for the whole 
tract, though originally the company 
was capitalized at only $1,200,000. 
Carnegie expressed surprise at this 
question. 

“At that rate,” he exclaimed, ‘we 
would have paid $85,000,000 for the whole 
tract. I'm not surprised at anything 
now-a-days. If that ts true. what 
fools we were to sell our property to 
the United States Steel Corporation.” 
It then was explained that the $17,- 
000,000 valuation basis was that of 
the whole tract and not the sixth. Even 
then Carnegie said that {f such a sum 
as indicated by those figures was paid 
he was surprised that he “was such a 
fool to sell our property to the stee! 
corporation on the basis of $430,000,000," 
Then, after a moment, Carnegie turned 
to the chairman. 

“My friend,” he said, “you will have 
to ask somebody who knows about those 
figures. I never heard of them before.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Senator Lor- 
imer of Illinois continued his testimony 


today before the Senate Committee 


which is investigating charges of brib- 


ery in connection with his election. 


When yesterday’s hearing took a re- 
cess, Senator Lorimer was beginning 
to tell of political conditions in Illinois 


in 19098 and 1909. Evidently the drift of 
his testimony was calculated to indicate 
that there was a movement of a faction 
of the Republicans to prevent the re- 
election of former Senator Hopkins and 
that Gov. Deneen was favorable to it. 

| Senator Lorimer took up his testimony 
;at that point today and under ques- 
| tioning by his counsel, Elbridge Hanecy, 
continued a recital of the events which 
led up to his election by the Illinois 
Legislature on May 1, 1909. 

Feared Newspaper Opposition, 
Senator Lorimer testified regarding 
Gov. Deneen’s friendly relations with the 
Chicago newspaper publishers. Deneen 
had finally declined to become a candi- 
date for Senator, because of their op- 
position, he said, and refused to support 
Speaker Shurtleff for the same reason. 

Lorimer said that when Deneen’s 
name was presented to the Legisla- 
ture on March 24 he had advised his 
friends to support him. On St. Pat- 
1909, Lorimer said, Deneen 
was fearful that an effort might be 
made to.elect Hopkins, because a great 
many Irish members of the Legislature 
who opposed Hopkins would he absent, 
celebrating. 

Later, he said, répresentatives of 
the Chicago Tribune advanced the 
candidacy of William J. Calhoun, now 
United States Minister to China. 

“I was asked to support Calhoun 
and would not,” he said. 

Lorimer Denies Vote Purchase, 
The first question Attorney Hanecy put 
to Senator Lorimer after the latter had 
taken the stand yesterday was: 

“Did you ever pay anything of value 
to anybody for your election?’ he de- 
manded. 

‘“‘l never 
plied. 
Then Judge Hanecy put the question 
in different forms, evidently framed to 
cover the same inquiry from every angle 
or construction, and each time Senator 
Lorimer turned his face to the commit- 
tee and replied: 

“TI never did.’’ 

Says Deneen Refused. 

“l urged him to become a candidate. 
At first he indicated he would like time 
to think it over. He did not encourage 
it, and did not repel it. Later he said 
he didn’t see how he could.”’ 

“Did Gov. Deneen ever suggest that 
you become a candidate?”’ 

‘Frequently. He said I could be elect- 
ca, but I never took him seriously un- 
tii all the other candidates had been ex- 
hausted. He made the suggestion every 
time we had a conference.’’

Noted New Yorker Tells City 
Club Secretary Is Impotent 
in Cleansing Politics. 











The names of Hughes, Folk and Wil- 
Son Were mentioned as leaders in civic 
reformation, and Theodore Roosevelt 
was declared to be still the first citi- 
zen of America, in an address delivered 
before the City Club at luncheon 
Wednesday by the Rev. Dr. Stephen S. 
Wise, rabbi of the Free Synagogue, New 
York. 

“The solution of the civic problem of 
the nation,’ said the speaker, “‘is to 
be found in what Phillips Brooks has 
called ‘spiritual patriotism,’ or civic 
religion.”’ He then outlined the duties 
of citizenship, and said: 

“The man to be dreaded in a democ- 
racy is not the muck-raker, but the 
muck-maker. The muck-raker may be 
laughed out of court, but the muck- 
maker ought to be haled into court. 
a train be rushing down hill because 


jolting, but he has saved their lives. 
“Secrecy Impotent Remedy.” 
“Secrecy is an impotent and futile rem- 
edy for secret corruption. Political and 
financial corruption are like tubercu- 
losis, in need of the fresh air and sun- 
light treatment. When men have be- 
come almost comatose in their unconcern 
touching the civic weal and the civic 
right, then flashes of wakefulness are 
branded as hysteria. It has been sug- 
gested that David’s reply to Nathan’s 
‘Thou art the man’ is not unlikely to 
have been, ‘Why, man, this is hys- 
teria.’ 
“A muckraker is he who honestly and 
bravely tries to undo, in part, at least, 
the disastrous’ consequences wrought by 
the treasonable deeds of the civic muck- 
maker. When it is sought to cleanse a 
city which has been befouled by civic 
mueck-rakers, rosewater is not a suffi- 
ciently strong deodorant. Carbolics and 
chlorides become necessary at such a 
time. Nothing could be worse than that 
the nation seek to intimidate the so- 
called muck-rakers into silence, if such 
a thing could be. The battle of the re- 
public must be against the muck-makers, 
the despoilers, the defilers, the b@rayers 
Folk, Wilson, Hughes Leaders, 
“The leadership of the civic religion 
that is to be must be unselfish and con- 
secrated. Politics does not ruin char- 
acter. It is the want of character that 
ruins politics. Gov. Hughes of New 
York vias the answer of yesterday to the 
question of the cynic—‘Who can be in 
politics and keep his hands clean?’

For protection in the intervening win- 
ters, the only plan thus far determined 
on is to strengthen the elevators which 
hoist the ice out of the well, which is 
the land terminus of the present tun- 
nel. 

The breaking down of this elevator. 
it has now been announced, was the 
cause of the crisis which in the last 
few days brought St. Louis to the 
verge of a water famine. Such a famine 
would have stopped the ordinary meth- 
ods of sanitation and_ transportation, 
and would have left hotels, business 
houses and many apartments and dwell- 
ings without heat. 

Great Danger From Ice. 

So long as the well can be kept clear 
of ice, the department officials say 
there is not much danger that the tun 
nel will become clogged by the “rock 
salt’’ ice which floats in through the 
two-inch gratings. But when the hoist- 
ing of ice from the well stops in near- 
zero weather, a back-setting and freez- 
ing process begins which endangers the 
entire supply. 

Commissioner Wall and his assistant, 


W. E. Rolfe, say that centrifugal 
pumps in the place of the four Allis 
pumps at the Chain of Rocks station 


would have helped in dealing with the 
problem, but they would not have en- 
tirely averted trouble. 

Centrifugal pumps to replace the four 
pumps of the old type will. cost $300,000. 
Thus, for a total of $600,000, the city

According to the books of City Comp- 
troller Taussig the Water Department 
has on hand a balance of $1,394,350. All 
of this could be used for reconstruction 
in an emergency. The balance at the 
end of the last fiscal year in April, 1911, 
Was $1,545,830. The amount collected to 
date is $1,660,000, making a total of $3,- 
205,830. 

The estimated expense of the Water 
Department and the Water Collector's 
office for the nine months of 1911, based 
on the expenses of 1910, is about $750,000, 
The interest and sinking fund takes up 
$433,799 for the vear and $627,681 has been 
appropriated in ordinances passed and 
pending for W'ater Department improve- 
ments.

At this stage two local heavyweights, 
Cox and Monahan, jumped into the ring 
a® rival partisans of the fighters and 
advanced toward each other with the 
evident intention of staging an unsched- 
uled show, but Referee Bronson’s prompt 
interference. prevented trouble. 

O'Rourke was confident in the eighth 
and although Nelson tore in and tugged 
and wrestled and body punched savage- 
ly he was unable to damage his oppon- 
ent. 

The final rounds were a repetition, 
Nelson forcing the fight, landing on the 
body, but getting his full pay in return 
Slams to the head and uppercuts in 
clinches. 

When the tenth ended both men were 
strong. Just to show how kittenish he 
felt O'Rourke cleared the 3-foot ropes 
With a cat-like leap. He was fresh as 
a daisy.

‘Obj-ct to Shoes 


of St. Louis Men 


Those effete Eastern soccer players do 
not like the kind of shoes our kickers 
wear. ‘In fact the Easterners are so 
diabolically opposed to the St. Louis 
players’ footwear that they will not 
contest with our athletes until they are 
reshod. 

The Tacony eleven of Philadelphia, 
which played here Dec. 24-25, registered 
a kick against the kind of shoes worn 
by the St. Leos and Innisfails. In fact 
the Tacony team has further decreed 
that unless the St. Leos get new shoes 
they will not be permitted on the Phila- 
delphia soccer field this spring when Bill 
Klosterman plans to take his exalted 
champions on their swing around the 
Eastern circuit. The gag is this: 
Soccer rules are specific in regard to 
the kind of “‘spikes’’ soccer players shal] 
affect. Stipulations are made that none 
other than leather studs or leather bars 
running from side to side on the shoe 
shall be worn. Now it develops that 
the St. Leos have been using a cleat, 
made of leather and not unlike the steel 
cleat worn by college football players. 
This sort of a “spike” is against the 
laws of the game. The rule governing 
this point says: 

A player shall not wear any nails, ex- 
cept such as have their heads driven in 
flush with the leather, or metal] plates, or 
projections or gutta percha on his boots or 
on his shin guards. If bars or studs on 
the sole or heels are used, they shall not 
project more than a half inch and shall 
have their fastenings driven in fiush with 
the leather. Bars shall be transverse and 
flat, not less than half an inch in width, 
and shall extend from side to side of the 
shoe. Studs shall be round in plan, not 


less than half an inch in diameter and in 
no case conical or pointed. Any player 
violating this rule shall be prohibited from 
takin match.

The Democrats adopted a “permis- 
sive’? primary resolution in connection 
With the call for delegates and such 
states as have Jaws on the subject or 
desire to do so, can select their repre- 
sentatives in the naticna! convention by 
direct vote. There are ifi4 delegates to 
be chosen. 

The Primary lkesolution. 

The primary resolution as amended 
was as follows: 

“That in the choice of delegates and 
alternates to the national Democratic 
convention of 1912 the Democratic State 
or Territorial committees may, if not 
othcrwise directed by law of such states 
or terri‘ories, provide for the direct 
election of such delegates or alternates 
If in the opinion of the respective com- 
mittees it is deemed desirable and pos- 
sible to do so with proper and sufficient 
safeguards. Where such provision is 
not made by the respective committees 
for the choice of delegates and alter- 
nates and where the State laws do not 
provide specifically the manner of such 
choice then the delegates and alternates 
to the said national convention shall be 
chosen in the manner that governed the 
choice of delegates from the respective 
states and territories to the last na- 
tional Democratic convention.’ 
Harmony marked the sitting of the 
committee, which was given over al- 
most entirety to the--arguments of the 
representatives of the various cities bid- 
ding for the convention. 

Brief Controversy. 
There was a brief controversy over 
the proposed recognition of the progres- 
sive league clubs, an organization said 
to have grown out of the Independence 
League movement, started by William 
tandolph Hearst. When objection was 
trade the question of recognition was 
deferred for four years. 
Baltimore led in the fight for the con- 
vention from the first, but two ballots 
were required before St. Louis. suc- 
cumbed. Then the vote was made unani- 
mous. The Baltimore bid was accom- 
panied by a certified check for $100,000. 
The first ballot for the convention city 
gave Ealtimore 25 votes and St. Louis 
1x, with scattering votes for Denver, 
Chicago and New York. On the sec- 
ond ballot Baltimore had 29 votes, a ma- 
jority of the committee, and sufficient. 
St. Louis went up to 22 votes, but the 
fight carried up to the last minute 
proved vain. 

How States Voted. 
The first ballot resulted as follows: 
For Baltimore—Alabama, Arizona, Ar- 
kansas, Connecticut, Delaware, Georgia, 
Iowa, Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Mississippi, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, North Caro- 
lina, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South 
Carolina, Vermont, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Wisconsin, District of Columbia 
and Porto Rico—25. ‘ 
For St. Louis—California, Colorado, 
Florida, Idaho, Kansas, Missouri, Mon- 
tana, Nevada, New Mexico, North Da- 
kota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, Tennes- 
see, Texas, Utah, Wyoming, Alaska and 
Hawaii—l9. 
For Chicago—Illinois, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Massachusetts, Nebraska, South 
Dakota and Washington. 
For New York—New York, 1. 
On the second ballot, Massachusetts 
and South Dakota deserted Chicago, 
Texas left St. Louis and New York 
gave up its fight, the four states going 
to Baltimore, making the vote for that 
city 29. 
St. Louis gained Illinois, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky and Nebraska from the Chicago 
roll, but lost Texas to Baltimore, mak- 
ing the total of St. Louis 22. 
On the second ballot, Chicago re- 
ceived only ,the vote of the State of 
Washington. 
On the first call of the roll, four 
votes were cast for Denver, but that 
city withdrew, and the votes were 
changed to other cities.

NAME THE ‘‘PEANUTS.’’

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VALUE OF THE PAROLE SYSTEM. 
That Gov. Hadley has issued more paroles than 
a predecessor is not necessarily a reproach. It 
may be evidence of a wiser and more patient ef- 
fort to assist in the reformation of his. fellow 
citizens and to lessen the number of criminals 
for whose conduct and maintenance the public 
must assume responsibility. 
Distinction should be made between uncondi- 
tional pardon and parole. The one may throw 
on society a man with small desire to attempt, 
under the handicap of stigma, the re-establish- 
ment of long-interrupted relations rendering him 
self-sustaining. The other, without release from 
punishment, changes its form. 
For the paroled convict, provision for employ- 
ment must be made iff advance. Surveillance over 
him is merely transferred from a warden, har- 
assed with the care of many, to a guardian gen- 
erally responsible for only one. Release from con- 
finement is conditioned on good behavior. Viola- 
tion of terms is followed by a return to confine- 
ment so summary as to be in sharp contrast with 
the delays and inefficiency of other proceedings 
against persons accused of crime. 
The parole puts on probation the man who has 
taken a misstep, according him full independ- 
ence, if he proves worthy. It is justified by the 
most intimate knowledge of human nature. For 
all except habitual criminals who have exhausted 
the patience of society, it is most earnestly to be 
recommended. 
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THE UNION AVENUE COLLISION. 

No such occurrence as the collision between a 
Rock Island train and a Union avenue car, in 
which nearly a score of persons were injured, 
should pass without results in ‘hastening the 
abolition of the deadly grade crossing. All 
grade separation should not be checked by liti- 
gation over the frivolous point that the Missouri 
Pacific tracks were at Tower Grove station be- 
fore the city highway was. 

The crossings to which the priority technicality 
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done to force at these crossings the improvement 
on which all civilized centers of population now 
insist? Railroads cannot expect to continue in- 
definitely to operate under the primitive condi- 
tions prevailing a generation ago.

If 
her business men had subscribed in proportion 
to the Post-Dispatch’s subscription of $10,000 the 
committee’s treasury would have overflowed. The 
Post-Dispatch’s subscription was offered in the 
hope that it would lead to a wide-open, liberal, 
winning contest. We should have entered to win 
or stayed out of the competition. 
But the Democratic National Committee has not 
gained credit for the party by disposing of the 
convention to the highest cash bidder. That is 
not a wise or creditable way of raising campaign 
pots. What will be the limit? What are the 
consequences? The committee cannot complain if 
the city which has been asked to bid high.gets 
its money back with a profit by squeezing all who 
attend the convention. The highest bid is a rake- 
off on the gains of imposition and robbery. It 
represents a partnership between the committee 
and the convention city to plunder the convention 
guests. It is the way of scandal. 
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No precedents encouraging changes in the rates 
of public service corporations without the ap- 
proval of the Public Utilities Commission should 
be established. An increase proposed by one of 
the telephone companies should be investigated. 
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GET TOGETHER FOR MISSOURI. 
When the Federation of Commercial Clubs 
holds its convention at Jefferson City, Jan. 23-24, 
St. Louis should be represented by a strong dele- 
gation, authorized to co-operate fully in the ad- 
vertising and developing of Missouri resources 
through the Federation. 
Everything that the Post-Dispatch recently 
said of the Ozark Land Show applies directly and 
even more forcibly to the union of commercial 
clubs from all parts of the State in a central 
body, equipped to promote the common welfare 
of the citizens of Missouri, and bring the advan- 
tages of Missouri before the rest of the world.

An idea of the extent to which com- 
munities in the Ozarks are sometimes 
sufficient unto themselves may be 
gained from the history of what is 
known as the Missouri dog song. 

The dog song came in on the Frisco 
last month. It had boarded the train 
at Springfield. Beyond that no one 
seemed to know anything about it. Peo- 
ple sang it, poets pieced out the Sapphic 
fragments, and we had thought to see 
a song made by spontaneous afflation 
when the editor of the Moundsville (Mo.) 
Herald somehow heard that the dog 
song had strayed and grew reminiscent. 
He heard it down in the hills 21 years 
ago. To quote him: 

We are not positive of the origin of 
this verse, which has become popular 
all of a sudden, but we believe it was 
composed, words and music, by Frank 
Reece, who for years was a resident of 
Douglas County, over on White’s Creek, 
and made a profession of going to coun- 
try dances and playing ‘‘ho-down” mu- 
sic for the “merry-makers.’’

NE who saw William 

K. Bixby lunching 

on two red apples at 

the Noonday Club 

spoke of the simple life. Mr. 

Bixby responded that he was 

not overly fastidious 

food, but there was one article 
against which he rebelled. 

‘“‘T don’t eat prunes, stewed 
prunes,’’ he said. ‘‘The sight of 
a dish of prunes has been objec- 
tionable ever since I was a train 
baggage man on the Interna- 
tional & Great Northern Rail- 
road. At one place where the 
train crew ate was a big bowl of 
prunes on the table. It was re- 
filled from time to time, but 
without any washing of the bowl 
apparently. A piece of pink 
mosquito netting was supposed 
to cover the bowl. It wasn’t al- 
ways there. Flies flew in, and 
some of them didn’t come back. 
I haven’t liked prunes since 


1875.’’ 
W called it in those days—the 

run was from Houston to 
Texarkana, 19 hours one way, 17 hours 
back. The checking of a long, narrow, 
smooth-topped pine box was ‘‘a regular 
graft.’”’ It meant ‘‘a chance to lie down 
between stations.” 

As train baggageman Mr. Bixby re- 
ceived $60 a month. Before that he was 
night baggageman and watchman in 
the station at Palestine at $50 a month. 
The ‘old town” was a mile away 
through the woods. One of the watch- 
man’s duties was to go over to “old 
town” and wake up the train crews that 
This job was obtained 
after the Michigan youth of 17 had 
“applied for employment to pretty much 
everybody in all lines at Houston and 
Galveston.” In the 30s and 40s there 
was a couplet which ran: 

‘When every other land forsakes us, 
This is the land that freely takes 

(Texas.)’’ 
A Supreme Court Opinion. 
R. BIXBY had tried his native 
State. When he left the Adrian 
High School at the age of 16 he went 
to Detroit and got a place ina bank, 
where he worked for nothing in the 
hope that his ability would be recog- 
nized by a place on the payroll in due 
time. The panic of 1873 caused the dis- 
charge of half of the banking force, in- 
cluding the boy who was working for 
nothing. The panic and a siege of 
chills and fever were not the only re- 
verses that came in those early years. 
Suddenly the I. & G. N. stopped running 
trains through to Texarkana. Two 
crews were laid off. 

Mr. Bixby found trregular work as a 
substitute mail clerk, earning $75.00 a 
month. He threw the mail so well as 
compared with the political appointees 
that the chief clerk told him to get en- 
dorsements and apply to Washington 
for an appointment in the railway mail 
service. Mr. Bixby remembered that 
Morrison R. Waite, Chief Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, while 
practicing law at Toledo had known his 
father. He got two letters from Mr. 
Waite, one endorsing him for appoint- 
ment, the other of five or six pages 
telling him not to present the first let- 
ter if he could get anything else to do, 
and describing the ambition-killing life 
of the Government drudge. The appli- 
cation was never presented. 

To H. M. Hoxie, Mr. Bixby went with 
a request to be put back at railroading 
in any capacity. He was made baggage 
master at the Houston Union Station; 
later general baggage agent of the In- 
ternational & Great Northern. A little 
coterie composed of H. M. Hoxie, R. g. 
Hayes and D. S. H. Smith had been 
the whole thing at Palestine in the 
I. & G N. management. When the 
Texas & Pacific was taken over, Mr. 
Bixby was one of the lieutenants the 
coterie depended on. His duties were 
extended and enlarged until finally he 
was brought by Mr. Hoxie to St. Louk,

HEN Mr. Bixby was baggage- 
man—‘‘baggage smasher’ they

HEN I got there,” said Mr.

From lumber buyer Mr. Bixby ad- 
vanced in manufacturing as he had in 
railroading, by a series of many pro- 
motions, until he became the head of 
the American Car & Foundry Co. 

After many years of railroading, with 
long hours and modest living, he began 
to save a little ata time and to invest 
in the car building. 

Mr. McMillan had the reputation of 
being rather exacting, but he once said: 
“Bixby and I have been associates 20 
years, and I leave it to him to say 
whether either of us has ever said one 
word to the other that he could have 
wished unsaid.” A 

Looking back on his own experience 
as a young man struggling for a foot- 
hold, and as an employer during many 
years, Mr. Bixby said:

ITY life, Mr. Bixby thinks, is not 
producing the best in young 
American manhood. ‘The great 

St. Louis merchants of 20 years 
hence are now selling goods or tend- 
ing stores in Oklahoma, or Arkansas, or 
Texas,’ he says. “The trouble with 
the boy of today is he isn’t satisfied to 
wait for earned promotion. He is too 
impatient. Take the average boy; he 
wastes too much time thinking his em- 
ployer doesn’t appreciate all-he is do- 
ing for him, If he put in his time worry- 
ing for fear he wasn’t earning his wages, 
the advance would come without him 
having to worry about that. I never in 
my life asked an employer for a raise of 
salary. It seems to me, in looking back 
over my life, my principal worry used 
to be the fear that I wasn’t giving sat- 
isfaction and might not be able to hold 
my job.’’ 

There are certain qualities which spell 
success but which do not mean ability 
in the usual acceptation Mr. Bixby says: 


‘‘These qualities mark a young 
man as different from the aver- 
age. They are what the employer 
is looking for constantly. Many 
are disqualified for the higher po 
sitions not only by lack of ability,

tact, inability to get along pleas- 
antly with fellow employes and 
more especially by indifference. 
The young man who has even 
less ability, but who is not dis- 
qualified in the ways described, 
who is determined to create for 
himself an honorable postition will 
succeed. And that success should 
not be measured by the accumu- 
lation of wealth merely, but by 
an honorable name and a credit- 
able place amang his fellows, and

Actress in ‘Baby Mine” Believed 
He Also Had $300,000 in 
Government Fours. 


ANOTHER WIFE IN OFFING 
Bigamist Married Evelyn Siegler 
in Carthage, Mo., March 
1, 1941.

When E. R. Jay, forger and bigamist, 
went a-wooing Miss Ellen May Cham- 
berlain of 5639 Vernon avenue, an ac- 
tress, whose stage name is Jane Carle- 
ton, he carried in one hand $300,000 in 
Government 4 per cent bonds and a cer- 
tificate of ownership of an oil well and 
in the other hand 2 burket of cham- 
pagne. 

None of thes wealth was real except 
the champagne, and it is all gone— 
even its headaches only a memory. In 
their differing versions of the affair 
Wednesday the actress and the forger 
each tried to show that the other had 
played for high stakes and lost. 

“She picked me out as an angel with 
a wad of money,’’ Jay said, “and I 
fen for it.” 

“The man actually gave me an oil 
well as a betrothal present,’’ said his 
wife, ‘‘and I thought he was substan- 
tial and all he represented himself to 
be.”’ 

Through an investigation made by the 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday it was shown 
that Jay as a bigamist as well as a 
forger. After he had served a term in 
the Missouri Penitentiary for forgery he 
married Miss Evelyn Siegler of Car- 
thage, Mo. The wedding took place in 
Kansas City, March 1, 1911. 

Upon his release from the State prison 
the man got employment as a glass 
salesman.

When this was mentioned to Jay by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday, the 
man burst into tears and begged him 
“for God’s sake keep this matter out 
oi.” 


Married Carthage Girl. 
ihe second Mrs. Jay gave her first 


statement to the press to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday. She said she 
was playing with the ‘Baby Mine’ com- 
pany in Kansas City, and took a vaca- 
tion for the Christmas holidays. After a 
visit to her parents here she returned to 
Kansas City the Friday before Christmas 
for a rehearsal, she explained. 

She told of being introduced to Jay 
by a prominent St. Louisan and of a 
supper at the Baltimore Hotel after 
which the man became her devoted suit- 
or. Jay had told that there was a 
great deal of champagne at that sup- 
per. 

But with a wave of the hand she dis- 
missed discussion of that phase. 

“He talked so familiarly of socially 
prominent people in Denver, Kansas 
City and St. Louis,’” she continued, 
‘that I really believed he was all he said 
he was. Once he showed me two tele- 
grams Which he said were from friends 
congratulating him because oil had been 
found on his lands in Oklahoma.
